and to the raise of ono and one-half 
percent In tho grade of tho roadway. 
The prosont plans would extend tho 
new bridge thirty foot on tho wost 
bank of tho rlvor, tho bank to be 
dredged out to widen tho channel, 
and would require tho removal of llio 
park there, and calls for a ono and 
ono-half percent raise In tho grade 
across tho bridge. This would leave 
the middle of the bridge about four 
foot higher than tho ends. 


While 
Mayor 
Brioro 
explained 


that the city really had nothing to 
say, they at least could register a 
protest against tho plans. The plans 
themselves, the councllmon stated, 
are very attractive but for tho ox- 
trom'o i also in tho grade and tho 
matter of lengthening, 
Tho protest 


against lengthening Is that tho rlvor 
Is about ono hundred and twonty-flvo 
foot narrower Between tho Witter 
Hotel and tho Island, and that If tho 
water can got thru thoro auccoasful- 
'ly as it does, there Is no need of 
making the bridge wider to allow 
free passage. 


Tho members of the council advo- 


icatod a ono percent raise In tho 
grade of the roadway.

RAISE SALARIES OF 


CITY'S EMPLOYES 


A general advance in salaries to 


the city administrators and ebployea 
waa granted at the council pieetlng 
Tuesday evening when tho city dads 
decided to raise the (mayor's salary 
from $300 to $600 a year, and went 
on down the line boosting the pay to 
meet tho new higher cost of living. 
The city engineer came next with a 
raise from $2,000 to »2.400, tho city 
clerk's salary wals fixed at $1200, 
while the cjty lattpr was advanced 
from 45 cents an nour to 50 cents. 
Tealmstors w|eie given ?1.00 per hour 
compared with 95 cents an hour last 
season, 
i 


Setting the mayor's\salary brought 


out some discussion,! as Alderman 
Lynch wanted the council to set the 
salary at $1,200, In (order, he ex- 
plained, that some 
Working 
man 


could run for the office and devote 
his time to It, getting jenough money 
to be able to give\ ub other duties 
and depend on the\pfflce for a Jiv- 


ing. 
Alderman Roenius stated that 


he was of the opinion that the office 
was an honorary one and that with a 
competent city engineer drawing a 
good salary and men at the head of 
the city's other departments being 
well paid, the salary should not be as 
high as $1200. The mayor also ex- 
pressed himself In, the matter, think- 
ing that ?1200 was too high a sal- 
ary. 
On the 'motion of Alderman 


Geoghan the salary wias flrf,ed at 
$600, all the aldermen voting in fa- 
vor ot this salary except Lynch and 
Schlig, who stood- for the higher sal- 
ary, 


Upon the recommendation ot tho 


Electric &} Water Commfssion 
the 


city renewed the contract with the 
Consolidated company for the city's 
electricity for tho next five years, at 
the rate ot one and one-half cents 
per kilowat. 
The contiact cannot 


terminate without six months notice 
from one of the parties. It provides 
fpr furnishing direct current for any 
large industiy that might want to lo- 
cate here and foi doubling tho max- 
imum amount of current furnished 
local people, should It bo needed. 


On a recommendation ot City En- 


gineer Thompson a committee com- 
posed ot Aldermen Gardner, Whit- 
rock and Geoghan was appointed to 
Investigate tho advisability of buy- 
Ing a motor truck 'or hauling for the 
city's paving work this year. 
Mr 


Thompson stated that he figured that 
they could save the price of tho 
truck tho first year, reducing ac- 
tual hauling coat from about 45 ctn. 
a yard to 15 cents a yard. The city's 
hauling tost, not figuring the loading 
and unloading, he stated, amounted 
to $8,250 last year.

IN ANCIENT PAMPHLET 


A C Berard of this city has a his- 


torical little book which has been 
handed down from 
:generaWon to 


generation in his family, which tell* 


cry clearly of the ancient history of 
rand Rapids and which portrays 


conditions as they existed hero in the 
early days. 
Mr. nerard's grandfath- 


er, G-eorge "House, was given the 
book as a Christmas prcsont many 


ears ago, Joe Wood, one of the pio- 
ieer residents, making Mr. Houso 
the present. 
In speaking of Grand 


lapids the book says:* 


"Grand Rapids: The soat of Jus- 


ice of Wood county, which is locat- 
ed on Sections 8 and 17, T. 22. N. of 
-ange 6 E.. is tho oldest town on tho 
-iver, and has a population of about 
1,000. 
It contains, according to an 


accurate census just taken, 187 buil- 
dings of nil kinds; and some .30 buil- 
dings observed under the process of 
construction. There is a church be- 
longing to the Roman Catholics, and 
a Free church is to be built the com- 
ing Benson. 
There are two school 


houses, with anothor in contempla- 
tion; a select school has been in op- 
eration during the past winter. The 
place contains 12 stores, viz: 1 drug 
store, 6 v-rlety stores, 5 grocery and 
provinion stores, 5 taverns, 2 sa- 
loons, 2 law offices, 4 justice offices, 
3 blacksmith -shops, 2 
carpenter 


shops, 2 shoe shops. 1 wagonmakcrs 
shop, 2 tailors, one cabinet maker, 
one bakery, 2 lawyers and 2 physi- 
cians. 
There are three saw mills 


running nine saws and cutting an ag-

SELF AT INQUIRY 


Secretary Says No Organization 


Ever Did Better Job Than 


U. S. Navy. 


REPLIES TO ADMIRAL SIMS 


Declares Officer's Policy Was to Divert 


Convoys to Guard Merchandise— 


G*n. 
Wood- Denies 
Calling 


Navy a "Death Trap." 


Washington, Jan/21.—There will be 


a complete nnd full Investigation by 
the senate of the charges made by Ad- 
miral William S. Sims against the con- 
duct and naval policy of Secretary 
Daniels during the war. The investi- 
gation was ordered by the full com- 
mittee on naval affairs of the senate 
at a meeting called by Chairman 
Page. 


The subcommittee now probing the 


manner In which awards for distin- 
guished service during the war were 
made will conduce the Inquiry as soon 
a» the matters relating to the awards 
are finished. Meanwhile a court of In- 
quiry l.s in sight for Admiral Sirar, If 
the congressional inciuiry does not go 
to the bottom of all the charges made 
by the admiral, "and his motives in 
attacking the naval administration, of 
which in time of war the president Is 
tho actual and active head," Secretary 
Daniels let it be known. 
/ 


Chairman Hale said the- committee 


would not complete Its investigation 
of naval decorations In less than ten 
days. 


Unless the senate Investigation of 


Kear Admiral Sims' charges of failure 
of tho navy department to co-operate 
fully with the allies during the war is 
wade to the entire satisfaction of the 
American people, an Inquiry will be 
made by a naval board, Secretary 
Daniels announced. He added that 
"no organization In the history of the 
world ever did n better job than the 
American navy." 


While refusing to discuss Admiral 


Sims' letter of criticism of the depart- 
ment, Mr. Daniels Indicated the ad- 
miral frequently clashed with the de- 
partment through his Insistence that 
more destroyers be wlthrawn" from 
troop convoys to afigment the antisub- 
marine forces In European waters. 


"The paramount duty of the Amer- 


ican navy," Mr. Daniels declared, "was 
to protect the passage of American 
troops to E-jrope and the safeguarding 
of 
merchant shipping, vital as that 


was recognized to be, necessarily was 
secondary." 


Secretary Daniels emphasized that, 


contrary to the popular Impression, 
Admiral Sims throughout the war was 
subordinate to Admiral Mayo, com- 
mander In chief of the Atlantic fleet. 
He Indicated tli.it on tfie question of 
the distribution of destroyer strength 
as well as on other questions Admiral 
Sims was overruled by Admiral Mayo 
as well as the department. 


"Every naval order, every document 


hearing on the navy's war .activities," 
Mr. Daniels continued, "Is open to the. 
light of day, and tho more thoroughly 
the entire- record is laid before the 
people of this country the greater tho 
pride they can have In the achieve- 
ment of their navy. The country will 
be entirely reassured." 


Secretary Daniels said that in the 


first summer of the war, Admiral Sims 
was given the title of commander of 
the United States naval forces in Eu- 
ropean waters, but that as a matter 
of fact "his duties were not afloat." 


"Tho business of Rear Admiral Sims 


waa to obey orders," declared the sec- 
retary. "His duties were to moke rec- 
ommendations, give us all the Infor- 
mation and all the facts aud then car- 
ry out Instructions from the depart- 
ment. 


"The country and the world know 


already that the job of the navy was 
very well. done. Whether on the 27th 
of June or the 27th of July, or some 
particular date, wo should or should 
not have sent so mimy destroyers to 
n certain place, or whether they could 
be made ready at that time, or wheth- 
er U was Important to retain some to 
protect our coasts, were, of course, 
matters of naval strategy. There may 
be differences of opinion between naval 
officers as to these matters, but there 
is nothing about this big job the navy 
did that I am not willing but glad and 
happy for all the people In America 
to know about."

oenaltv In the District of Columbia. A bill making the change was passed 
H,O .sp'nnte the other day. Senator King of Utah asked Senator Deal of 
South Carolina, who was In charge or 
the bill, whether or not those who 
have made a study of the different 
methods have recommended In favor 
of electrocution rather than shooting 
or hanging or any other method that 
now obtains In the United States, said 
Senator Deal : 


"I do not know of any extensive 


study made or report submitted with 
regard to it, but the method of inflict- 
ing the death penalty proposed by the 
bill obtains In many states of the 


Union, for Instance, Indiana, Kentucky, Massachusetts, Nebraska, New York, 
Ohio. Oklahoma, South Carolina, Vermont, Virginia, and possibly other states. 
It is a mere matter of advancement and progress, I take it." 


The bill provides that only these persons shall be present at the elctro- 


cution : 


The executioner and his assistants; the physician of the prison and on« 


other physician If the condemned person so desires; the condemned person'* 
counsel and relatives, not txceeding three, if they so desire ; the prison chap- 
lain and such other ministers of the grospei, not exceeding two, as may attend 
by desire of the condemned ; the superintendent of the prison, or, In the event 
of his disability, a deputy designated by nlrn; aud not fewer tban three nor

About 40,000,000 Tons of 


Anthracite Coal Are Mined 


Every Year by Wet Process 


The rivers of Pennsylvania 
yield 


about 250,000 tons of coal every year. 
About 40,000,000 tons of anthracite 
coal arc mined every year by the "wet 
process" in Lackawanna, Luzerne, Car- 
bon, 
Schuylklll and Northumberland 


counties. The process requires fhe use 
of vast quantities of water, which 
when it is discharged carries In sus- 
pension millions of tons of culm or 
coitl dust fine enough to pass through 
the smallest screen in a dry process 
breaker. Much of the culm finds Its 
way into the rivers of the "anthracite 
district, the Lacknwanna, the Susque- 
lianna, the Schuylkil! and the Lehlgh. 


They carry culm waste for many 


miles 'downstream, to drop It at last 


In shallows and eddies behind dams 
and on valley bottoms. 
Much of the 


coal thus scattered 
Is recovered by 


dredging with suction dredges or with 
the more familiar 
bucket 
type of 


dredge. The machinery, which Is usu- 
ally-Amounted on a stern-wheel, flat- 
bottoiu boat, dumps the coal into scows 
that carry 12 to 14 tons. 
The recov- 


ered river coal brings from 70 to 90 
cents at the wharf. 


Cedar Apples, Mistaken for 


Fruit of Tree, Said to 


Be in Nature of Tumor 


" 'Cedar applies' have boon »o named 


because they hnve boon mistaken by 
some persons for the fruit of the 
cedar tree," writes Frank I). Kc™t tn 
the department "On Nature's Trull" In 
Boys' Life. 
"They are found rnther 


commonly on the red cedar, perhaps 
best known as the Virginia red cednr, 
but they have no relation to tho fruit, 
which is a small bluish berry. 


"These brownish, roundish or kid- 


ney-shaped bodies are in reality ciinno«l 
by a disease of the cedar. They nre 
In the nature of n tumor and are pro- 
diicod by n parasite, a low form of 
plant life belonging to the group known 
us the 'plant rusts.' Those tumors or 
galls are more properly spoken of HH 
'cedar rust.' From the surfnoo are pro- 
jecting horns of rusty color. The galls 
may bo found on ihe twlpt durliiK t'>° 
fall". 
They gradually incrwise In slxo 


In the winter, and toward spring t.'io 
radiating horns develop. These horns 
absorb '.nols-turo like a sponge, nnd nf- 
tor warm rains in tho spring they lie- 
come much swollen and turn 
from 


rusty brown to yellow. 
With the lib* 


sorptiiin of so much w«ti»r they become 
jolly-like nnd, with the Incronse In sl/e 
and' change of color, are <;ousp1rn<ms.

Vast Quantities of Coal 


Remain in the Mines in 


an Unminable Condition 


Mining is still conducted with seri- 


ous loss of life and a waste of material 
amounting to Sl.000,000 a day. A gov- 
ernment estimate shows that of 6.000,- 
000,000 tons of coal mined in one year 
(1014-1915). 3.000,000 was left under- 
ground In unminablfi condition, says 
Boys' Life. It is believed that more 
than one-half of this loss Is preventa- 
ble; 
?r>0,000.000 worth of petroleum Is 


wasted annually and $75,000.000 in cok- 
ing coal. 
In 1014, 2.454 persons were 


killed In coal mines. 


To study and remedy such conditions 


the governmenTcstnblished in 1010 a 
bureau of mines with headquarters at 
Washington, an experiment slation at 
Pittsburgh, and an oflice for the study 
of smelter problems at Sun FranHsco. 
This bureau investigates mine explo- 
sions and snfpty conditions, studies 
mining methods with a view to pre- 
venting waste and Inefficiency, and In- 
structs miners in first-aid and rescue 
work.

In using honey the housewife may 


encounter 
some 
difl^jilty

lack of knowledge iu storing this 
product 
Housewives usually 
put 


their honey In the cellar for safe 
keeping, probably the worst possible 
place, for honey absorbs moisture from 
the atmosphere and will become thin 
and in time sour. Comb honey kept 
in a damp place will be hurt In ap- 


pearance as well as in quality. 
A 


practicable rule Is to keep honey in 
any place where salt remains dry. 
If honey has granulated or candled, 
put the can containing It In a large 
vessel holding water no hotter than 
the hand can be borne In. 
If the 


water Is too hot. -there Is danger of 
spoiling the color and ruining the 
flavor of the honey. The can of honey 
should be supported on a block of 
wood in the vessel of water, so that 
the heat from the stove will not be 
too Intense.

" 'Ocdnr applies' hnve boon no named 


because they havo been mistaken by 
some persons for the frtilt of the 
cedar two," writes Frnnk P. Kern In 
the department "On Nature's Trail" In 
Boys' Lift). 
"They nro found rather 


commonly on tho rod cedar, perhHp* 
best known us (lie Virginia red cedar, 
but they hnvo no relation to tho Irult, 
which Is a small bluish borry. 


"These brownish, roundish or kid- 


noy-slinped bodies nro In reality caused 
by a dlsoimo of the cednr. They nro 
In the nnturo of n tumor nnd are pro- 
duced l>y n pnrnsKo, a low form of 
plant life belonging to the group known 
us tht> 'plant rusts,' Thosit tumors or 
gulls are more properly f,poken of IIH 
Ycdiir rubt,' From the surface are pro- 
jecting horns of rusty color. The galls 
may be found on Hie twigs during tho 
fall. They gradually Increase In «l7.o 
In (bo ulnlor, and toward op ring l'io 
radliidng horns develop. Those horns 
absorb ;no|«uirp Ilko a sponge, and ftf- 
ter warm rains In tho spring they he- 
come much Hwolli'ii nnd turn from 
rusty brown lo yellow.

ON.-LIGHT SOILS IN COUNTY 
The time /js coming -when you 


should be thinking, if you have not 
already done so, about your supply 
of seed for spring planting.

know of. several farmers on. the light 
soil who have sold from $50 to $75' 
worth of soy bean seed from an 
acre of land last year. This is a 
pretity fair income. 
In addition 


they have the soy bean straw which 
has a higher feeding value than the 
straw of any of the grains. 
If you are after seed alone, plant 
the Little Black. 
If you, want hay 
and silage use Wisconsin grown Iota 
San Seed. 
A great deal of 
Mam- 
moth Yellow seed was used last 
year. 
It mad-e wonderful growth 
but produced practically no pods. 
If you don't know where to secure 
seed, get in touch with me and I 
will intorm you where seed may be 
obtained.

We-expect to have a supply of in- 
oculation on hand, the same as last 
year.

found it necessary to introduce the cost-accounting 
svstom In order that the cost of each part manu- 
r-'icturcd may be determined.

each year, tbe sows bred being gilts, which are 
fattened and sold after 'their.. pigs have been 
weaned.

New York agricultural experiment station some 
years ago when a poultry writer condemned the 
use of oyster shell as unnecessary. The New York 
station proved that a pound of oyster shell contains 
enou-h lime to manufacture about seven dozen 
e-gs 
This should not be fed In the mash. 
Fowls 


know more about what they need to eat than we 
do 
If they ha,ve the shell, ground bone, meat 


soraps and grit In hoppers before them, with n 
variety of ground grains in dry mash, they will 
balance their ration better than we can balance 
It for them. 


Combat Vermin on Animals 


It doesn't take much argument to convince the 


owner of lousy stock that relief measures should 
be inaugurated to combat the lice and relieve the 
animals. Li^e show on animals usually In the late 
winter and early spring months. The harm they 
do Is then very .apparent. 
Stock owners usually 


busy themselves when the life and thrift of the 
Infested animal Is seriously Involved. But It takes 
greater argument to get the average stock owner 
to combat lice on animals that do not look lousy 
Lousy spring animals were also lousy fall animals 
The only difference is in the number of lice. Why 
not kill the few lice now that apparently do no 
harm, instead of the many that have done harm? 


" Fertilizer on Grass Lands 


To keep up the organic matter of tbe soil and 


thereby Improve the fertility It Is Important to 
maintain good sod. 
In other words, It is a mistake 


to keep mowing a field until the yields of hay are 
no longer profitable and then plow up the sod for 
some other crop. If a field is to be mown more 
than once a year it should be fertilized each yea 
after the first with either manure or commercla 
fertilizer. 
Nothing Is better for a top-dressinj 


than manure, which may be applied when weathe 
permits at any time during the_ winter. K ma 
nure is not available equal parts of nitrate of sod: 
and field phosphate should be applied at the rat 
of 200 to 300 pounds of tin mixture to an acre.

Oyster Shells for Poultry 


Oyster shell Is not needed by chicks, but pullets 


and hens do better for Inn Ing oyster shell as n reg- 
ular pint of (heir ration. This was proved by the 
Now York agricultural experiment station sorm> 
years ago, when n poultry writer condemned tho 
iiso of oyster shell ns unnecessary. The New York 
stnllnn proved that a pound of oyster shell contains 
enough lime to manufacture about seven down 
eggs. This should not bo' fed In the mash. Fowls 
know more about what they need to eat than we 
do. 
If they ha,ve the shell, ground bone, moat 


scraps and grit In hoppers before them, with n 
variety of ground grains In dry mash, they will 
balance their ration better than we can balance 
It for them.

owner of lousy stock that relief mensures should 
bo Inaugurated to combat tho lice and relieve tho 
animals. Lice show on animals usually In the Into 
winter nnd enrly spring months. Tho harm they 
do Is then very .apparent. 
Stock owners usually 


busy themselves whpn the life nnd thrift of the 
Infested animal Is seriously Involved, But It tnkes 
greater argument to get the average stock owner 
to combat llco on anlmala that do not look lousy. 
Lousy spring animals wore also lousy full nnlmnls. 
The only difference Is In the number of lice. Why 
not kill the few llco now that apparently do no 
harm, Instead of the many Unit have done harm? 


Fertilizer on Grass Lands 


, To keep up the organic matter of the soil and 
thereby Improve the fertility It Is Important to 
mnlntnln good &od. In other words, It Is a mistake 
to keep mowing n field until tho yields of hay arov 
no longer profitable nnd then plow up tho sod for 
some other crop. If n field is to be mown moro 
than once n yenr It should be fertilized each yonr 
nfter tho first with either manure or commercial 
fertilizer. 
Nothing Is better for n top-dressing 


tlmn manure, which mny bo applied when wenther 
permits nt any tlmn during tho winter. 
If mn- 


nure Is not available equal pnrts of nllrato of sodn 
nnd fleld phosphate should bo npplled at the ralo 
of 200 to 800 pounds of thi mixture to nn acre.
